17 concurrent or partialy concurrent to aterm of Non-Division custody shall be subject
18 to Division custody immediately on release from Non-Division custody due to the
19 expiration of a sentence, parole, or the application of diminution credits.

20 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That thisAct shal be

21 construed to apply only prospectively and may not be applied or interpreted to have
22 any effect on or application to any order of parole entered before the effective date of
23 thisAct.

25 effect October 1, 2004.
